Tmtitii war? a time iu tho lufituiy of tho 
Provinces of New ZouIutuI when the meet- 
ing of each Pj-ovinchil (loan oil for its ami uni 
SLysion was looked forward to with both 
interest and anxiety, This w'fis especially 
the case in Otago. Now, however, al- 
though tho time rapidly draws nigh when 
tho Provincial Council of Otago wUl meet, 
but little general interest n|) pears to be 
felt in anticipation of that event. Pro- 
vincial Institutions aio upon tho wane ; 
and the I'npidity of their decadence has 
been greatly aoec'leratcd l)y the .sclieuics of 
li politiciau who was long and inUiniUely 
connected with this Fruvince ; wp rel'r.i' 
to the Hon. Julius '\'^ngel. However, fhc 
I'roviuchiJ Comic 11 of Otago y)nG.^n 5 ii:cq wr 
bclitve/ tnorc viialify ihiiu that of any of 



the adjacent Pro vinces ; and we may there* 
fore indulge iu.a hope that its next fiessioii 
will bring forth good fruit for the bcaetit 
of the Province. 

. Among.sfc other matters of local impor- 
tmicf) whicii we may mention in this con- 
nection is the fact “that it is intended to 
u lemon; disc tho Council on the subject of 
tho necessity lor establishing a Gaol in 
Cromwell, The subject is oue of gi'eater 
importance than may appear at tiist sight. 
Viewed in connection with the erection of 
i\ cennn odious Court House, and the 
grunting to this place of an extended Civil 
and Criiniuiil jurisdiction, it must he seen 
at a glance that the step indicated would 
he a great oue towards rendering this place 
whut it undouhtedly ought to be, the Judi- 
cial and Ollioial centre of thhi the most 
important of the Xortheru Gold-fields, 
This is really the Great Centre ; Clyde ia 
merely “ a wayside village.” 

Let us submit a few cogent facts The 
monthly gold escort from Cromwell far 
exceeds that cf Clyde, although that of tho 
hitter is considerably augmented by returns 
ft'om tlm Nevis and Bendigo, ivliich are 
systematically taken to Clyde in order to 
swell its fictitious total in the Escort Re- 
turns. The amount of business transacted 
in tho Resident Magistrate's and Warden's 
Courts in Cromwell is, we believe, about 
four times as much as that disposed of in 
the Courts at Cl^'de, The population of 
Cromwell has nearly doubled itself within 
the last three years, whilst that of Clyde, 
allowing for natural increase (births), has 
decreased in the same period. There is a 
large and increasing permanent mining 
population around Cromwell, whilst around 
Clyde the number of the same olasa is 
almost nil. There is no gaol accommoda- 
tion in Cromwell, aim ply an ordinmy 
lock up, which is seldom occupied cxcejit 
by unfortunate inebjliites. A prisoner 
.sentenced to a few days' imprisonment Is 
immediately packed off to Clyde. 

Now, arguing as we do, that Cromwell 
is the natural centre of a district ex ten ding 
from the boundaiy of the Province in tho 
north to Alexandra in the south, and from 
Mount Ida in the east to Luke Wakatip 
iu the west, we contend that the General 
and Pi-ovincial Governments, iu the dis- 
charge of some of the most imiJort<int of 
their duties to the public, viz., the oxpem- 
cliture of the public funds,— the saving of 
tiinp, trouble, toil, and exjieuso to the 
public,— are bound to recognise our clainis, 
and avciil themselves of our Central Posi- 
tion for the transactioti of public husiwe.ss, 
JSucli a step would, we believe, give great 
satisfaction to a largo majority of the rcsi* 
dents within the boundaries meiitioned. 
By granting this place instead of Clyde a 
Visiting Judge ha ving an extended Grim j nal 
Jurisdiction, much of that class of business 
which now has to be taken to Dim- 
ediii could be transacted in the centre 
of the district in whicii it originated. It 
would somewhat astonish our readei-s 
could we but lay before them u full, true, 
and particular account of tlie expendituro 
of public and private money. s which has 
been uselessly incurred in order to convey 
accused persons, constables, witnesses, 
lawyers, «tc., to Dunedin j and, after all, 
the accused person has been acquitted, 
and the presiding Judge has felt it to be 
his duty to comment on the in competency 
of the conuiiitting Justices, Numerous in- 
stances could be cited, amongst tiiem tho 
following: — Chus. Heir, charged with per- 
jury, committed from Cromwell j Joseph 
Dods, charged with obtaining money uiider 
false pretences, committed from Quoens- 
toivn ; John Russell, on a similar charge, 
committed from Clyde ; a in an from the 
iioiglibourhoocl of YVaiiaka Lake, chai'gcd 
with committing an indecent assault, com- 
iiiittod from Cromwell ; two men, charged 
with stealing sheep from the Hawksbum 
Station, — all these were acquitted. Such 

unfortunate men, after acquittal, have to 
timl their way back, up-country, at their 
own charges. The alteration of such a 
state of tilings is necessary. 

In New Zealand it too often happens 
that local cliques are allowed to over-ricio 
the general interest; and one local magnate 
who “ has the car " of those in charge at 
the Seat of Government may be instru- 
mental in perpetrating ii wrong and per- 
jietuating abuses of a very grave character, 
ftuch has been the case, we fear, in this 
cUstiict. It were timp. this, sort of thing 
ceased to exist. The axe should bo laid to 
tho root of the upas-tree. Let us try, in 
the first place, wLut an appeal to the Gov- 
ernment will do.

The person who invests his sav- 
ings now f.ir fcho piirpo.se of accuring bene 
fits which are to rtccriie Uv^ty or thirty 
yoai‘3 heure) would bo bliml to his own in 
tores ts, and to the comfort of those in 
whoso favour the in vestment is made, if 
h? committed himself to mere probabilities, 
or perad ventures, or any other shade of 
iincerfcaiaty which might bo mentioned. 
Nothing but the most unhesitating car 
tainty can or ought to give stability to the 
mind of the assurer. Thi.^ demand ia met 

far as human certainty’' can meet it; and 
there are few who do business with insur- 
ance companies who will not be able to 
CQOiprehcnd the huge dilforence between 
the least degree of insecurity and the 
pledged faith of a whole country. The 
Ejiglishmau has somewhere been repre- 
sented as an insuring animal i he insures 
his ships at sea, his corn and cattle on 
hiiifl ^ he securra himself against fires and 
floods and all kinds of casualties. And if 
the Celt is somewhat less forecasting in his 
habits, it is a well-known feature in the 
character of the true Scot that he likes to 
be on the safe side ; he will alw.a3^s make 
Ilia certainties as sure Jis any of his neigh- 
hours. The Government scheme, as far as 
we can see, fulfils all the coaditions that 
the most fastidious can require. It has 
other advantages that must be obvious to 
the minds of the refiecting part of the com- 
I a unity. There is to be a Post-office agency 
all over the Colony. The whole plan can 
h'i carried out with the existing raachiuery 
fit the cotnitiand of the Government, ami 
therefore at very little expense.

The Resident AIag]9tr.atc said it was monstrous 
to set up the iloctnue that a servant could pay 
himself wages out of moneys paid to him ex- 
pressly on account of the Corporation. 

Alv Brungh remarked that, as Town Clerk, it 
was Jeiiour’g duty to pay all money he coHecteil 
into the Bank. If the Corporation had dune as 
they might hive done, defendant might have 
been charged w'ith misapproi>riatiiig Corporation 
funds. 

Mr Wilson objected to those aspersions being 
cast on his client.

SUPREME COURT, DUNEDIN, 

(IN BANKRUPTCY.) 

Moxday, 8th May, 1871. 

The position of the business affairs of 
•JohnT, Chaplin, coaeh-proprietor, of Dunedin — 
(Ci*bb fc Co. )— has attracted much attention from 
business men. The following important decision of 
his Honor Judge Chapman will therefore, we pre- 
sume, be read with interest It discloses a some- 
what peculiar state of the Law of Bankruptcy 
“ I have,’* said his Honor, looked over this 
deed, and it appears to me to be a complete as- 
eignmont of all the effects of John Thomas Chap- 
lin, real and personal, to Job Wain, for the 
benefit of all his creditors, without any distiiic- 
tiou. I have bocu asked to declare this deed of 
no effect, and to declare it to be an act of bank- 
ruptcy, on two principal grounds — first, that, 
owing to the very large debt of the opposing 
creditor, it is manifestly impossible that the 
deed can at any time be duly executed, even if 
the whole four months be allowed to elapse. At 
present I cannot anticipate any such impossi- 
bility, or even any improbability. The opposing 
creditors debt is large—I tliink £16,00a; but 
they hold considerable security. That security 
may be rendered available Avithiii the time, and 
Mi.ay so reduce their debt as to render it quite 
possible for the signatures of the other ci-cditors 
to amount to a sulucient sum to render the deed 
good. 1 thirjt, so far, under that objection the 
application is promatui*c. Then, as to the other 
point— whether it i.j, in the words of the A.ct, 
vexatious and frivolous for the purpo.se of dclay^ 
and not bon'lJiiU with a view to an arrangement 
bencficul to his creditors. Undoubtedly the object 
of the deed is to prevent the judgment creditor 
availing him:3clf of his judgment. Seeing that 
there was a judgment against him which, if fully 
cxccut without reference to the security, would 
have exhausted the wholo of his property, the ef- 
fect would have been to take that property out of 
the hands of all the insolvent’s other creditors- 
Now, he had two courses before him, either of 
wliich was proper under the circiimstanccs of 
the case, if he desired to protect all his credi- 
tors. He could, first, have filed a declaration 
of insolvency, which would have effectually 
at »ppod execution wdtUout leave of the Court ; 
or, he could execute and file a deed for the 
bcuolit of all his creditors. That, for the pre- 
ceut, has all the effect of a declaration of insol- 
vtmey. It uiaj' hereafter never ripen to a deed 
having that effect ; but for the present, at all 
events, and during the time allowed by the 
Act, it has that power. Now, I do not sec on 
the face of the evidence, or the face of the deed, 
any tiling vexatiuno or frivolous in that proceed- 
ing ; nor can I see anything that militates 
agaiijst the h<mX fidda of the transa-ction. No 
doubt the object Is to defeat the judgment of the 
c’'edibor ; but that is perfectly lawful and per- 
fectly proper \vhe re the defeating of the judg- 
ment creditor is purely benefioial to the wholo 
nf the rcit of the creditors, lb aeems to !ne that 
this U that tlie v/holo of the creditors may 
aviid thc!u»dvc3 (jf fcho deed, and that tlio effect 
is to socurc the whole of the iusnlveut’a property 
for the whole of hia creditors, without distiiie- 
ti (VI -n l -."itho’it favor to anyone.

( From our own CorrespondenL ) 

May 7, 1871. . 

The weather the past mouth hus been a 
strange contrast to that of April, 1870, 
•wiiicli Wius rcmai'lcably severo. Wo have 
had tweuty-six; 'fine days out of thirty. 
Still more remarkable is the fact that wo 
have had no high winds, except on the 
30th. 

The crops have been very fair, and in 
quantity suflicient to render all liorse- 
ownovs of the district almost independent 
of foreign supply. Not so with other pro- 
duce. fc?orrei and sow-thistle have spread 
rapidly over the cultivated ground, and 
have stunted and ])oisoned the growth of 
vegetables. Potatoes are small and watery, 
and will he scarce during the winter in 
this neighbourhood. 

The only other farming news worth re- 
lating is that more gronnd has been taken 
up at Beck’s for agriculture since I last 
wrote. The increase liaa been from 150 
to nearly 400 acres j and as a fi no creek, 
with an avei’age supply of twenty-fivo to 
thirty heads of water, runs clown through 
the ground, we may expect to see a pic- 
turesque and flourishing farming settle- 
ment there in a few years. 

My mining intelligence is limited, simply 
because there is notliing new to record. 
The water supply has been fair, consider- 
ing the warm weather. No ground Las 
been abandoned at St. Bat bans proper. 
The population is the same as last mouth, 
and the gold escort as large as ever, 
GENERAL IKTELLIOENCE, 

Acting upon the suggestion of Mr J. P. 
Armstrong, M.P.C., at a public meeting 
held on the 1st a Progress Committee was 
formed to look after the interests of the 
place. Their first act in office was to pe- 
tition the Government to repair the roads 
leading to Hill’s Creek and Beck’s, — which 
petition, I underetand, will be filed for 
future consideration, and I daresay will be 
attended to at the same time as the rail- 
way terminus and reserve are built and 
surveyed. 

On the 8th, the Rev. C. S. Ross, of 
Alexandra, paid us a visit, preached on 
two successive evenings, baptised either 
five or six children, and, before leaving, 
united Mr N. Peacock to Mrs Williams, 
both of this place, 

On the 21st, we had n severe shock of 
an earthquake : by my watch the time was 
exactly four o’clock. There has been one 
since, — very slight. 

Another draper has commenced business 
here, but I am unable to say whether it is 
a sign of increase of business or not. Com- 
petition in trade is considered, commer^ 
ciully speaking, healthy, and I may find it 
to my advantage the next time I purchase 
gum boots or moleskins. 

I am sorry to have to record some sad 
accidents, as well as deaths, that have oc- 
curred in our neigh bourliood during April. 
On the 7tli, Mr Hinchclitfe, blacksmith, 
Dry bread, died very suddenly. On the 
25th, Ml* Barber, hotelkeeper and mail 
contractor, of Hamilton, was found dead 
under Ids buggy near the Linburn, avith 
his head dented in as if by the axle tree. 
Tlte last very sad case of death re.sulted 
from an accident on the 28th ult. Mrs 
Kermode (wife of John tCcrmode, hotel- 
keeper near Hill’s Creek,) was in a cart 
with her three children and a Miss Clucas, 
who was driving. They were going to a 
friend’s house between Hill’s Creek and 
St, Bathans, and just as they reached tlie 
St. Bathans road a front board of the cart 
gave way and fell on the horse, which at 
once started off at a gallop. Mrs Kermode 
seized tho reins out of Miss Clucas’s hands 
with tho intention of helping her to stop 
the horse, and caused the animal to swerve 
off the road on to some very rough ground 
covered with boulders. The result was 
that the cart was upset, all tlio occupants 
thrown out, and Mrs Kermode, in her 
efforts to save her children, was pitched 
most violeiitly on the ground. The coach 
arriving at that moment, tho poor women 
and cliildreu were taken back home, and 
after two days* pain and misery, poor Mrs 
Kermode (on Saturday night) died. She 
was twenty -seven years of age, — much re- 
spected, and has left a widower and four 
little children to mourn her loss.

It is a consolation for tho poor widower to 
know that kind neighbours have taken the 
care of the children into their hands.

LECTURE ON MUTUAL IMPROVE 
MENT. 



The Rev, Pather Royer delivered a 
lecture on Thursday evening at Kidd’s 
Cromwell Concert Hiill, in aid of the 
local cemetery funds. 

Mr Patrick Kelly occupied the chair, 
and remarked that the cemetery, a ** city 
of the dead,” having fallen into a state of 
groat neglect, Father Royer had readily 
consented to give a lecture, the proceeds 
to be given in aid of the funds of the 
cemetery. ^ 

The Rev. lecturer explained the reason 
why he was unable to arrive in C^omwell 
on the previous day. His clkical duties 
had detained him elsew'here. He pro 
ceeded to expatiate on' the advantages of 
mutual iiistniction, which would enlarge 
persons* knowledge and extend the horizon 
of intelligence. Kiiowdedge was power. 
It enabled men to look into and under- 
stand the past, tho present, and the future. 
The tree of knowledge would yield peren- 
nial fruit : thus it was that the great 
fabric had been built up, and made to 
brighten, beautify, and bless society ; ele- 
vating men’s natures and creating social 
delights. He referred to Michael Angelo, 
the architect of St. Peter’s at Rome, to 
Mozart, to hlilton and others, as examples 
of the valuo of mental culture. From 
small beginnings groat events arose. 
Knowledge had been instrumental in 
peopling regions previously unknown ; had 
revealed the history of pre-Adamite exis- 
tence, and given life and reality to a long- 
past period. All departments of science, 
and the respect for government and law, 
depended on the diffusion of knowledge, i 
Ignorance was a great power for evil ; but | 
the possession of knowledge — mental supe- 
riority — was the glory of a man. He ad- ! 
vanced sevend arguments in humour of the , 
formation of Mutual 1 mprovenient So- ' 
cieties, as they served to promote all that 
was good and beautiful, Their watchword 
should be ^‘Perseverance.” (Applause.) 

Mr J. Taylor proposed a vote of thanks 
to tho lecturer, which was carried by ac- 
clamation. 

The Rev. Fiither Royer, in acknowledg- 
ing the vote of thanks, further urged the 
desirability of establishing a Debating 
Society, and getting together a library. 

After a few remarks from the Chairman, 
the assembly dispei*sed.

There is little danger of fiuniue here if 
the industry of the fanners is to be taken 
into account ; not forgetting, however, a 
veiy stroJig disposition on tbe pm t of the 
soil and cliiiiute to grow" first-class wheat. 
Only two or three weeks since the last 
crop was safely housed, and already we arc 
treated with the view of the new crop, in 
some places three or four inches above 
ground. The sciison’s flour is excellent in 
qinility, and is at such a price as to tempt 
every one to lay in at tho present oppor- 
tune memont his winter’s stock. Oats, 
though firm, do not threaten to be excei- 
sively high. At Mace town, competition, 
which is said to be the life of trade, has 
placed bread at lOd the 41b loaf, and meat 
at 5d per lb. hi iners do not seem to suffer 
from such favourable helps to the prosecu- 
tion of their Iabom*s : the yield of gold 
keeps well up. Operations are not yet in- 
terrupted by frost. 

Captain Baldwin lectured in tho Library 
hall on Life Assurance to a good audience, 
and was successful next day in securing 
several “ lives,” 

We have, in the way of entertainment, 
two balls, given by landlords on the exten- 
sion or re-building of their respective 
hotels y and are threatened with some 
more. This “ local industry” seems thriv- 
ing apace. 

The next excitement, and one of conse- 
quence, we look forward to is the bazaar 
in aid of the funds for building the first 
church on the Arrow — a Church of Eng- 
land — which promises to be a great success, 
as every good work on the Arrow has been 
which the ladies have taken heartily in 
hand. Almost, if not quite, everybody 
asked has promised contributions of various 
kinds, and the needle is busy in raany 
households, those of om* Queenstown and 
country friends included. There is no 
doubt a good audience will be attracted of 
all denominations, as well as those of none.

Incidents in the Life of Te Xooti.

In early days, when the ninanga was the 
ruling power among the native tribes, Te 
Kooti often laid himself open to punith- 
ment by tho infnngemcnt of its law’s. At 
one time he got into serious trouble by 
illegally tattooing a native woman— an 
j operation which was held to be tapu, and 
I could only be lawfully done by the general 
I consent of the tribe to which she belonged, 

I A fine of £400 waa inflicted upon him for 
! this offence. He objected to pay it, and 
retired to the bush, where he erected a pa. 
To this pa there flocked many other men 
of about his own age — men who, like him- 
self, had placed themselves beyond the pale 
of the law by the comraision of various 
crimes, such as theft and adultery ; besides 
others who, though not criminals, were 
dissolute and habitual drunkards. Two 
hundred men were sent out by the runanga, 
to enforce its decrees against the outlaws, 
but they were successfully resisted. A com- 
promise was, however, after a time effected. 
Many stories are told of his thefts and 
gallantries, which, if true, put in a strong 
light both the daring ingenuity and the 
unscrupulous depravity of his character. 
He is said, on one occasion, to have carried 
away another man’s wife, by putting her 
into a sack and tying her, like a bale of 
goods, across his saddle-bow, presumably 
by her own consent. Love must be a 
powerful^ passion amongst the Maoris. 
Women in Europe will make great sacri- 
fices for its sake, but we doubt whether any 
of them would allow herself to he put into 
a sack and tied across her lover’s saddle- 
bow. Kooti’s guilty carter on another oc- 
casion, was on the point of being prema- 
turely cat short, through one of his esca- 
pades in this line. He had seduced a native 
wife of a European ; the hitter, on discover- 
ing the fact, piu’sued him and fii-ed upon 
him, bqt unfortunately missed his mark. 
It is said that the injured husband felt so 
keenly the guilt of his wife, that, shortly 
afterwards, be took to dj-ink, and died 
within a few months. So much for his 
gallantries. With regaixl to bis thefts, a 
story is told of the ingenious manner in 
which he robbed a storekeeper of all his 
wines and ^ spirits. Having discovered 
previously in what part of the store the 
casks were placed, he got undei’ the liouse, 
and tapped them by boring a hole up 
through the floor into them. By tliia- 
means he drained off the contents into casks 
of his own, which he had brought with him, 
and hiul the s.itisfaction of keej)ing himself 
and his associates drunk for a week on the 
proceeds of his theft. Tins circmnstiince, 
liowever, led to the detection of the thief 
and his subsequent punishment. 

The occasions on whicli he was fined for 
breaking the Jaws of the runanga were 
very nnraerous, but it was noticed as a re- 
markable fact that before tlie fine fell duo, 
a number of hoi*5es and cattle belonging to 
his neighbours, and eurresponding in value 
to the amount of the penalty, were certain 
to be missing. 



A Procession of Living Skeletons.

The correspondent of the Tinier at La 
Vert Galant, outside Paris, narrates the 
following incident Passing fiom La 
Vert Galant to Livry we ascended the 
hill to Clicky, where we met a procession 
of French carts coming from the forts, in 
which they had been employed in drawing 
ammunition. There were about thirty of 
them, and nearly all had two horses at- 
tached in tandem fashion. If there were 
a Royal Huniane Society here, it would 
have brought every one of the animals 
before a magistrate, and applied that the 
poor brutes might at once meet death by 
the pole-axe. I could not diave believed 
that horses in such a condition could have 
walked. They were livipg anatomies. 
Scarcely one of them had a pound of flesh on 
his whole carcase. Nearly all were white, 
Not only their bones were visible, but 
their veins, with the thin blood running 
through lliem, and positively making tlicir 
coals appear pink rather than white. An 
oxchimation of horror rose from every one 
that passed. The poor men and boys — 
most of tliem were lads — who Jed them 
w'cre also starved looking. They wore 
old cloaks, which were in tatters, and they 
seemed scarcely able to lift tho wooden 
shoes in which they crept along.”

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Murder of Mr Baillie at the Fijis.

I^te Fiji papors atate lliat On 'the mora* 
ing of the I3tli March last, Mr Baillie, 
formerly membei- of the Victorian AsaerQ- 
bly for Caatlemaine, aad a partnet with 
Mr Butters as stock and share brckera, 
*Collins- 9 treet, Melbourne, -v^as found in hia 
sleeping, apartment dead, and with every 
appearance of having been murdered. Mr 
Baillie and hia partner, Mr Scott, occupied 
a hut together, and Mrs Baillie occupied 
another a few yards away. Mrs Baillie 
statbs that she heard no noise during the 
^ight, but in the morning she did not ob- 
serve, as usual, the smoke from the chim- 
ney of the house ocoiipied by her husband 
and bis partner, and proceeded to ascertain 
the cause. On entering she observed Mr 
Baillie apparently asleep, but ©n going 
nearer was horrified to find that bta head 
had been smashed in, apparently with a 
tomahawk. She gave the alarm to the 
ncaiest neighbours, who quickly repaired 
to the scene of the tragedy, The partner 
Scott was nowhere to be found, and auspi- 
'cion, of course, immediately pointed to hini 
as the murderer. An inquest was shortly 
■afterwards held, when a verdict .was re- 
turned that the deceased was wilfully mur- 
dered by his partner,^ Scott. Scott was 
formerly a joiner in Colling wood, and bad 
been on intimate terms with Baillie for a 
number of years whilst both resided in 
Victoria. Great efforts were being made 
to capture the accused, who made off dur- 
ing the night of the murder, taking a quan- 
tity of property with him. He was known 
to be of a rather moody disposition, and 
liable to brood over even an imaginary 
slight or fancied wrong. Private letters 
state that a strict search is being made for 
him, and when captured he will bo for- 
warded to Sydney for trial. 



Decay of Provincial -Institutions, 

O— 

The * Bruce Standard ' of May 6th has 
■an able article on this subject, from which 
Nvb extract the following : — 

‘‘The newly-elected Superintendent of 
Wellington, Mr Pitzherbert, has given 
forth no uncertain sound of his opinions 
on tho present financial system and policy 
of the Colony and its Provinces, He has 
■said that a psrsistence in the present sys- 
tem must result in bringing the Colony 
into a state of hopeless -Insolvency. He 
will go to the Assembly , charged wdth a 
mission to introduce a wiser and more 
prudent policy in finance, \Ve do nob 
learn that he includes in his purpose the 
remodelling of Provincial Institution's. 
Tlie relations of the General Government 
and the Provincial Governments were 
■never before on so unsatisfactory a footing 
as they have drifted into under the rule of 
a Ministry professedly favourable to tho 
tnalntetianco of the Provincial form of Go- 
vermrent. It was thought by many well- 
wishers to the prosperity of the Colony 
that some measure would have been intro- 
duced into last Assembly to modify or ab- 
Vogate Provincial Institutions, so that the 
Government of this small Colony could 
have been conducted more economically, 
j The General Government has for yeaw 
I 'past been gradually but surely encroaching 
on the powers and privileges of Provincial 
Councils, and by tho grand scheme for col- 
onization and public works sketched out 
by Mr Vogel a still greater stride has been 
made in the direction of rendering these 
institutions a mere shadow. It will be 
impossible, at this stage of our history ns 
a Colony, to restore Provincial institutions 
to their former sto.te, and as it seems likely 
that the General Assembly is still further 
to lessen their sphere of usefulness, it be- 
comes a question whether they should con- 
i tinue to be nominally a part of the Gov- 
I ernnient of the country, when their influ- 
t cnce and powers are taken away by what 
is called the superior Ijegislaturel We 
j are strong advocates for local self-go vorn- 

i ment, and should be sorry to See all govern- 
ment centralised in Wellington; but \ve 
believe, and we are supported in our belief 
[ by a very large part of the community, 
f that Provincial Councils and Governments 
ere by far too grand^ too large, and expen- 
sive in present circumstance. They require 
^ reduction and modification, .Will any sane 
K man assort that for tho tran8acti6n of the 
public business of Otago it is necessary 
there should be forty-five meml)er3 of tho 
I Provincial Council 1 ... If our land 
I laws, public works, immigration and edu- 
f cation arte all to bo under the control of 

I I the General Govornment hereafter, we 
ask where is the necessity of perpetuating 
J the Provincial syatem in all its pristine 
glory and magT'ificencal Is there no re- 
former amongst all of our newly-elected 
members of Council, who will, liko Mr 
FUzlicrbprt, go to the Council with the set 
[1 purpose of introducing a change into the 
^ syatrnn that is looked upon as extravagant 
j and absiiitl 1'' 



Sluicing in California. 

— o — 

“ Hydraulio mining," or sluicing, is the 
great feature In tho operations ciuTiGd oA 
in the auriferous districts of California. 
Sluicing is there carried on on a gigantic.' 
scale, thei-o being usually n plentiful supply 
of Water, which is ovir great want iu the 
New Zealand gold-fields. Tho Californian 
minters constantly bn the qui yWe for 
JmproVed appliances;, in ’a Veceiit 
number’ of the “Sail P^iinGitfco Bulletin" 
an account is given of iiSome iicsv inven^ 
tions. The last year (says the paper above 
referred to) has been sighalised by tho in- 
troduction into Californian mining of iim 
provements which must give new life to 
the business, and add million^ 'to our an- 
nual yield of gold. Chief among these are 
the hydraulic nozzles, which, while I'oducing 
tho expenses, more than double the Work- 
ing power of tho hydraulic claims. Of 
these nozzles there are three varieties now 
in use — viz., Craig’s ‘‘Monitoi^" Fisher’s 
“Knuckle-Joint," and Haskin’s “Improved 
Nozzle." Ail three, though by different 
devices, accompHsh the same end — that of 
dispensing entirely with the Use of hose 
by the attachiug of a moveable and easily 
managed nozzle directly to the iron water- 
pipe, thus making it possible to direct 
against a bank a stream of os gi'oat volume 
and pressure as iron pipes can bo made to 
carry tfrithout bursting. In California— 
,'(as iu New Zealand at present) — when 
hydraulic mining first commenced, canvas 
hose was used to convey the water from 
the ditches into the claims and to the 
points from whence it was to be luirled, 
by the force of the fall, against the banks. 
Though made in the most careful manner, 
and of the strongest sail-cloth, such hose 
could nbt ’)car the pressure of a fall or 
head of more than eighty or a hundred 
feet, and is moreover constantly rotting 
and giving Way. The VApid Wearing of 
the canvas hose, as well as the necessity 
for using larger streams and greAter force 
to move the firmly compacted dirt and 
gravel, finally led, in all large claims, to 
the substitution of ^beet-iron piping to. 
bring ftlic water from the supply ditches 
(or water races) into the claims. Thus a 
great increase of the volume und force ol 
the water carried was lAade possible. But 
the increaste in the power and volume of 
the streams used xvaa still limited by 
the inability to direct them by the hand, 
and the necessUy of having a flexible dis- 
charge-piece connecting the pipe with tho 
nozzle, and permitting tho latter to be 
moved as occasion required. TIoweVer, 
by making tho dischargo-piecc of stout 
canvas, covered with a network of matting 
■or strong rope, the size and power of the 
streams used, and consequently their effi- 
ciency> was largely increased. But still 
the desideratum of an easily-managed 
stream as powerful as iron pipes Could 
cany was not secured Until the study of 
the problem by our miners gave birth to 
the inventions We have alluded to, ahd 
which avc already in general Use. These 
new hydraulic nozzles aVe attached directly 
to the iron pipe, and by a simple but in- 
genius contrivance, arc given both a lateral 
and perpendicular motion, which can easily 
be dirccte<l by one mAn. Instead of two 
hundred and fifty inches of water with a 
head of from One hundred and fifty feet> 
twelve hundred indies of water, with a 
head of three hundred feet, Can how be 
driven against a bank in a single stream. 
The saving thus oliected is enortnous. It 
is not only that the water formerly sent 
through Seven or eight ordinary hose 
pipes, each requiring from one to tliree 
men, can now bo managed by a single 
hand ; but its efficiency is greatly Increased. 
Closely compacted gravel and hard cement, 
which water, as formerly itsed, Could not 
nrove^ and which required the pick Dr the 
blast, are easily disintegrated and washed 
away by the tremendoug force of the 
gigantic streams now used. These inven- 
ti6ng, too, save human life, as well aa 
human labour. Formerly, tho pipe-holclera 
had to stand so clo.so to the banks that 
they were frequently crushed by the top- 
pling over or caving of immense masses of 
earth. Biit with the powerful streams now 
coming into use they can reranin at a safe 
distance, and yet do more execution. 

How is it that steps Are not t;iken by 
the Government, or by mining companies, 
or private iiidividimls, to introduce iron 
pipes and “hydnuiUc hoJizlca” into 
Zealand ? It is evident that they would 
be a vast improvement upon tho present 
rude canvas hose ; and, by saving both 
tim e nnd ex port se^ be iu tho long ruh far 
move economical,

nent, “For Heaven’s sake, do not drag 
me into nirother war. - H am worn dovn 
and worn out with crusading and defend- 
ing Kurope and protecting mankind ; I 
must think a little of myself, I uni sorry 
for the Spaniards — am sorry . for the 
Greeks — I. de|dore the fate of the Jews ; 
the people of the Sandwich Islands are 
groaning under a most detestable tyranny; 
Bagdad is oppt-essed ; I do not liko the 
pre.sent’ state of the foelta ; Thibet is not 
conifoi'table. Am I to fight for all these 
people 1 The world is bursting with sin 
and sorrow. Am I to be the champion of 
the Decalogue, and to be eternally raising 
fleets and armies to make all men good and 
happy ] We have just done sating Eu- 
rope, and I alia afraid tlat the consequence 
will be that we shall cut each other’s throats. 
No war, dear Lady Grey ! No eloquence, 
but apathy, selfishness, and common -sense 
arithmetic ! I beseech you, secure Lord 
Grey’a swortls and pistols, as the house- 
keeper did Don Quixote's armour. If there 
is another wai^ life will not be Worth the 
having. * May the vengeance of Heaven’ 
■overtakes all the legitimates of Veronal 
but in the present state of rents nnd taxes 
they must be left to the vengeance of 
Heaven.
